Two Cops Suspended 
In Kahiki Brutality 
Case; Probe Continues 


Two veteran Columbus 
police officers, charged in 
connection with the 
savage beating of three 
blacks May 30 at the 
Kahiki Supper Club, 3583 
E. Broad St., were suspen- 
ded from duty Wednesday, 
Chief Earl Burden repor- 
ted, 

Robert W. Stout, 34, a 
nine year veteran of the 
. department, was charged 
with three counts of 
unlawful use of physical 
force. 

Robert A. Morgan, 39, 
who became known as 
“Machine Gun Morgan" 
for using an automatic rifle 
converted into a_ rapid- 
firing machine gun to cut 
down a young black 
burglary suspect January 
14,1970 is charged with one 
count of unlawful use of

physical force. 

Stout, who has also been 
involved in previous police 
brutality complaints, is 
charged with one count in 
connection with the 
beating of Joann Johnson 
at Champion Ave. and East 
Broad St., and two counts 
involving Samuel E. Bryant 
at City Prison. He is also 
charged with two counts of 
failure to notify his im- 
mediate superior of use of 
force, and one of being 
“untruthful.” 

Bryant, 23, and Ms. 
Johnson, 21, both reside at 
1503 E. Long St. 

In announcing the 
Suspension, Burden said 
both officers would appear 
for hearing before Safety 
Director Bernard Chupka 
within: five-days. .

He had been 
drinking extremely heavy 


in recent weeks, she ex- 
plained, 
However, she added, 


“we are convinced that 
Lee would not have done 
bodily harm to himself.” 

Further, she pointed out 
that Daniels has not 
showed up at his place of 
nt, the National 
Electric Coil, 800 King 
Ave., since his disap- 

ance, even though he 
ad a weeks pay coming. 
His wife, Debra, picked up 
his pay check last Friday, 
she said. 

She described Daniels 
as 6'1" and weighing 
about 160 pounds. His 
complexion is brown and 
had a short afro haircut. 
He had long sidebure< and 
a goatee, and walked with

A stragety meeting was 
held at the First AME Zion 
Church, at 873 Bryden Rd., 
on June 7, attended by 
over 3,000 black and white 
area residents and com- 
munity leaders. 

The meeting was called 
after WVKO - Radio 
Program Mgr. Les Brown 
aired details of the alleged 
brutality case to the public 
Tuesday, June 3, after 
being contacted by a white 
man who claimed to wit- 
ness the beating of Miss 
Joann Johnson, 21, and af- 
ter finding the city ad- 
ministration unresponsive 
to the demands of black 
community leaders after 
two meetings with it last 
week, 

The boycott of The 
Dispatch is, according to 
Rev. Cameron Jackson, 
pastor of-First AME, “Our 
No. 1 target.” He asked the 
group to cancel their sub- 
scriptions to The Dispatch 
indefinitely but to continue 
paying the paperboy who 
had the job in order to earn 
money, 

“We've been to City Hall 
twice and we're tired of 
marching,” Rev, Jackson 
said, “Marching and 
meeting at City Hall has 
proven not to be the an- 
swer. We now need to hit 
the city of Columbus 
where it hurts more than 
anything else. 

“It is time we let them 
know our money counts,” 
he told the group. 

Further strategy as 
Outlined by Rev. Jackson 
was to call for "days of ab- 
stention.” He said there 
would be no Father's Day 
shopping done in Colum- 
bus this year and that 
anyone who has- already 
bought a present should 
take it back. 

“You don't buy at Schot- 
tenstein's, not at Lazarus, 
not at Sears. We won't buy

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FBI LAUNCHES 


Probe Of Polic 
Brutality Case

The- FBI, at-the request 
of Atty, Otto Beatty Jr., has 
entered the police. brutality 


Columbus blacks were 
allegedly severely beaten, 
then jailed on a combined 
total of 28 assorted 
misdemeanor charges. 

The victims, Joann John- 
son, 21, her 23 year old 
brother, Jerome Johnson 
and 23 year old Samuel E. 
Bryant, all were arrested at 
the Kahiki Cluby“3563" €. 
Broad St., late Friday, May 
30. 


Ms. Johnson, 1503 E. 
Long St., after treatment at 
Grant Hospital was locked 
up on eight charges of 
assault, two of disorderly 
conduct, one of criminal 
damages and one of 
resisting arrest, A 
felonious assault offense 
was dropped Tuesday by 
the City Prosecutor. 

Bryant, her boyfriend, 
also treated at Grant 
Hospital, was booked on 
charges of obstructing of- 
ficial business, resisting 
arrest, three assault 
counts, one resisting, one 
criminal damages and 
three disorderly conduct 
charges. 

Jerome, treated at the 
same hospital, was slated 
on charges of resisting, 
three assaults, two disor- 
derly conducts, one 
criminal damages, and ob- 
Structing officials busi- 
ness, 

Jury trial motions were 
filed by Beatty on all and 
no trial dates have been 
set. 

Officers involved in the 
alleged barbaric clubbing, 
have been identifed as : 
Ronald Bentley, Rickert 
Shewring, Ralph Davis, 
Harlan Hill, ‘Ira Benedict, 
Robert Stout and Rick 
Newpoff. All the officers 
were treated at Grant 
Hospital for bites and 
scratches they ‘allegedly 
received inthe encounter 
with the two black men 
and one woman, 

The trouble reportedly 
started at the Kahiki when 
the Johnson Party 
questioned the $95, plus 
$3.10 tax check handed 
them after they completed 
dinner, and requested an 
itemization of the bill. 
When-itemized, it showed 
that a $20 tip was in- 
cluded in the $95 tab, 
Bryant said, 

hey paid the check and 
were making their way out 
when police rushed in, ob- 
viously in response to a

call from the management, 
the victims said. 

The first two officers, in- 
formed that the bilt had 
been settled, were 


identified 


several others, 
as members of the SWAT 
Squad, stormed their way 
into the club, and, as one 
eyewitness put it, ‘all hell 
broke loose.” 

Although the case has 
been under investigation 
by the Police Internal Af- 
fairs since May 31, Beatty, 
accompanied by the three 
defendants, went to the 
FBI Monday and requested 
their involvement in the in- 
cident. 

U.S. District Atty. William 
Milligan confirmed Mon- 
day that the bureau is in- 
vestigating the police 
brutality charges. However, 
he said: 

“Any ard all results of 
the investigation will be 
forwarded to the U.S, Dept. 
of Justice in Washington.”

Brown said Catron's Call 
was the first time he had 
talked to the white witness 
to an alleged beating, and 
also was the first time he 
heard of the Kahiki in- 
cident. That phone con- 
versation prompted him to 
invite Catron to come to 
the station to tell his story, 
Brown said. 

Brown said he 
proceeded to invite not 
only Catron but the victims 
also, and encouraged all 
persons who had 
nowledge of the Kahiki 
incident or witnessed it to 
call him. The response to 
that request was great 
enough to encourage him 
that something really did 
take place at the 
restaurant, coupled with 
seeing the three brutalized 
blacks. 

What took place next is 
what made Mayor Tom 
Moody accuse Brown of 
inciting people to riot with 
inflammatory remarks. 
Brown talked with and in- 
terviewed the trio and 
Catron, but he said the en- 
tire conversation with them 
was calm and very 
methodical. 

The victings never used 
negative terms to describe 
the people who beat them, 
Brown said. They were 
rational, and told the 
listening audience the 
facts as they knew them, 
he said. 

Among persons who 
came out to the station 
about the incident was 
Mrs, Odella Welch 
Williams, who told Brown 
she would see that a 
meeting was set up. with 
the mayor Wednesday mor- 
ning with black community 
leaders.

Brown said WVKO has

With community sen- 
timent stoking the fire un- 
der the boiling caldron of 
discontent over recent 
charges of police brutality 
filed by three blacks, 
mayoral candidate Dr.

Helen Evans To Be Hailed 
At Ohio Republican Meet 


COLUMBUS — Thaddeus 
Garrett, Jr., special 
assistant to Vice Pres.

The ORC became affiliated 
with the Ohio Republican 
State Committee in 1963. 

“The story behind the 
ORC is one of struggle and 
conflict, joy and sorrow, 
hopes realized and hopes 
frustrated.’ Many persons 
have contributed to its 
history and we now salute 
some of them,” Mrs. Clark 
said.

to whom, when, where and 
why. 

In wading through our 
voluminous note and 
documentary evidence, we 
found the evidence could 
be roughly categorized 
husly; (A.) Things that. 
almost certainly happened; 
(B.) things that almost cer- 
tainly did not happen as 
they have previously been 
described; and (C.) things 
that happened but are sub- 
ject to various in- 
terpretations, depending 
on who's doing the 
talking? 

Items in the (A.) category 
would include the obvious 
fact that Bryant, his 
girlfriend, Joann, and her 
brother, Jerome, were 
beaten bloody by several 
of the 16 police officers 
who became involved in 
the incident at various 
points. The photographs of 
Bryant, which were taken 
Sunday morning, less than 
46 hours after the beating, 
are gory proof of the extent 
of his injuries, and no 
fewer than three eyewit- 
nesses have stipulated that 
Ms. Johnson was at least 
as bloody and battered as 
Bryant, if not moreso, 

Another (A.) item would 
seem to be the fact that 
Joann, contrary to officially 
prescribed procedure, was 
“frisked" at the Workhouse 
by the male officers who 
transported her there 
rather than by the female 
correction officers 
(matrons) whose job it is to 
check newly-arrived in- 
mates for weapons and 
contraband )i.e., drugs). 

Although the improper 
“frisk"’ may be disputed 
and denied by the officers 
involved, we place it in the 
(A.) category because a 
number of inmates, 
unrelated to Joann- 
Strangers to her, in fact— 
have filed affidavits in 
which they describe the in- 
cident in such detail as to 
be virtually undeniable. 

The following is a brief 
narrative of the events 
Surrounding this latest 
police brutality scandal. 

On Friday night, after 
learning that he had tan- 
ded a job through a

program, Bryant and his 
girlfriend, Joann, decided 
fo celebrate their good for- 
tune with @ dinner party at 
the Kahiki. 

Jerome Johnson, 
Joann’s brother, and his 
girlfriend, Julia Jenkins, 
were invited to join the 
party. Since their regular 
babysitter was unavailable, 
Joann and Sam decided to 
take their nine-month old 
daughter, Nikki, with them 
to the restaurant. 

After telephoning in their 
reservation, Bryant, 
Jenkins and the Johnsons 
left the apartment Bryant 
and Ms, Johnson share at 
1503 £. Long St. and 
proceeded to the Kahiki, 
3583 Broad St. 

To the best of their 
memory, they left home 
between 7:30 and 8:00 p.m. 
and arrived at the 
restaurant between 8:00 
and 8:30. 

Upon arrival, they found 
the restaurant quite 
crowded and, as they had 
entered their reservation at 
such a late hour, the head- 
waiter informed them that 
their table would not be 
ready for a few minutes. 

The group then retired to 
the lounge bar to wait. 
During the approximately 
15 minutes (Bryant's 
estimate) they were in the 
bar, each consumed one 
alcoholic beverage. 

(The actual quantity of 
alcohol consumed may 
become an issue, Bryant, 
Johnson, Johnson- and 
Jenkins have repeatedly 
asserted that they had only 
one drink apiece in the 
bar, but an informed 
source close to the police 
department indicated to an 
investigator for a women’s 
rights group that it may be 
alleged that the quartet 
had ‘“‘several’’ drinks 
before being escorted to 
their table.) 

The demeanor and con- 
duct of the BryantJohnson 
party will almost certainly 
be a matter of dispute. 
Samuel, Jerome, Joann 
and Julia insisted under 
repeated questioning by 
reporters and in- 
vestigators, that they were 
scrupulously decorous in 
their behavior as befitted 
the posh surroundings. 

Or, as Sam put it: “We 
were cool. We've got better 
sense than to go to a place 
jike the Kahiki to get drunk 
and act a fool." 

Still, it seems probable 
that the police and/or the 
Kahiki management may 
alleged that Bryant and 
Co. did just that. One story 
that is circulating “off the 
record” has it that both 
Sam and Jerome wu 
rude and boisterous, 
wiraitanging the waiter's 
choice of table and wine 
with loud and profane 
remarks, tasting and rejec- 
ting no less than three bot- 
tles of wine and breaking 
one bottle either purposely 
or inadvertently prior to 
being served their dinners. 

(For a more detailed ac- 
count of this version, see 
Bubbles Holloway's 
“Sights & Sounds" column 
elsewhere in this issue:) 

According to Sam, he or- 
dered lobster tail, Jerome 
ordered lobster, Julia a 
shrimp basket, and Joann 
a filet mignon steak. He 
said that a bottle of wine 
was ordered and found to 
be unacceptable: The wine 
was taken awdy by the 
waiter at their request, 
Sam said. A dish of ice 
cream was served to nine- 
month-old Nikki. 

At some point, shortly af- 
ter dinner and before she 
had finished an after- 
dinner aperitif, Joann said 
he was taken ill and, ac- 
companied by Sam, she 
left the restaurant to wait 
in the car while Jerome 
settled the check. 

After escorting his 
girlfriend to the car in the 
restaurant parking lot, Sam 
recalled that he went back 
inside to find Jerome and 
the headwaiter (whom he 
previously mistakenly iden- 
tified as the manager) 
arguing over the total bill. 

“When Jerome told me 
the check was $98.96, | 
thought he was just 
joking,’ Sam stated. When 
he realized that it was no 
Joke, either he or Jerome 
demanded and received an 
itimized bill. “ 

That bill included, in ad- 
dition to the earlier men- 
tioned items, the following 
items which Sam insists he 
did not order or receive: 
three bottles of wine, and 
four salads in addition to a 
$20 tip which had been 
lumped into the total.) 

At some point during 
this dispute, Julia went to 
the parking lot to be with 
Joann. Sam, Jerome and 
the headwaiter, realizing 
that they were attracting 
attention” from other 
patrons in the lobby, 
retired to a_ small 
cloakroom or office just off 
the lobby. 


Due to the confusion 
which reigned at this point, 
it was not possible to 
determine with any degree 
of certainty at what point 
the first two police officers 
arrived, but they were 
Present when the check 
was paid. Sam, Joann, 
Julla and Jerome are 
agreed on this point. 

“L just didn’t want no 
more trouble, so | decided 
we should go on and pay 
and get the hell out of 
there,’ Sam said. “We 
gave the headwaiter tive 

and received $1.04 in 
change. 

In the meanwhile, Julia 
and Joann had returned to 
the restaurant, wondering 
what had delayed the two 
men. Joann said she asked 
repeatedly of the head- 
waiter and the two officers, 
“What's the problem? 
What's wrong?" but was 
ignored, Finally, after the 
check was paid, one of the 
officers asked Sam, 
Jerome and Julia to ac- 
company them out of the 
office. 

“Since we hadn't done 
anything and the check 
had been  paid--even 
hhough it was a stone 
ripoff—-we figured we were 
on. our way. home,” Sam 
related. But as we left the 
office, we saw-more cops 
coming in through the 
lobby toward us, comin’ in 
like Gangbusters." 

At this point, to quote a 
bystander, “all hell broke 
loose," 

depending on which of 
the several accounts one 
chooses to accept, either 
Joann inadvertently bum- 
ped into one of the arriving 
policemen and was club- 
bed over the head by that 
officer; or Joann slapped 
the officer's face after he 
called her a “nigger” and 
told her to shut up, and 
then, was clubbed; or 
either Sam or Jerome pun- 
ched one of the officers, 
thus inspiring the 
policeman to start 
swinging his nightstick. 

Bystanders and par- 
ticipants all agree that Sam 
was wrestled to the floor 
and pummelled before 
being handcuffed, that 
Joann was clubbed, and 
that Jerome, when he tried 
to intervene, was also hit 
by one or more policemen. 

There were at least a 
dozen or more police of- 
ficers on the scene by this 
time, According to Tom 
Catron, the white plumber 
whose complaint to the In- 
ternal Affairs bureau 
touched off the public con- 
troversy, those officers 


who arrived subsequent to” 


“he original pair came in 
response to a “10-3" call: 
A 10-3, in police radio 
code, means “officer in 
distress” or “officer needs 
assistance.” Such a call is 
considered to signify the 


‘ highest priority 


emergency. All police cars 
within the general vicinity 
are to stop whatever 
they're doing and-respond 
with red light and siren. 

Catron, who-- was 
listening to the radio chat- 
ter on a police monitor in 
his car, said that the 
sounds of sirens and 
roaring engines could be 
heard as numerous 
cruisers radioed in to tell 
the dispatcher they were 
on their way. 

A local freelance 
Photographer, who arrived 
at the Kahiki between 10 
and 10:30 by his own 
estimate, saw the trio 
being escorted from the 
restaurant by the police. 

“They were all bloody, 
but they seemed subdued 
and were offering no 
resistance when | saw 
them," the photographer 
said. 

From the doorway cf the 
Kahiki, he watched as 
Sam, Jerome and Joann 
were “heaved'’ into the 
waiting police van. “After 
they closed the back 
doors, | could see this cop 
bending over as if he was 
either choking Joann or 
maybe he was just holding 
her down on the bench, 
but her legs were up in the 
alr and kicking the air..." 

The -photographer in- 
sisted that, from what he 
could see through the win- 
dow of the van, Joann was 
“the center of attention" at 
that point, ‘although the 
men were in the van also. 

“| guess they had them 
under restraint or 
something, but the dudes 

aren't in it from what | 

Ould see. The cop | saw 
was dealing with Joann. 
Like | say, | couldn't swear 
to what he was doing to 
her, but he wasn't playing 
patty-cake.” 

As the van containint the 
trio left the Kahiki .lot, ac- 
companied by some of the 
cruisers, and headed west 
toward «downtown ~Colum- 
bus on E. Broad St., the ac- 
tivity in the back of the 
police vehicle attracted the 
attention of two Eastside 


women who were driving 
in the same direction. 

“| could see one of the 
cops inside and he was 
bending over and his arms 
kept going down-—over and 
over and over again. | 
asked my sister, who was 
riding with me, ‘what do 
you think he's doing?’ and 
she: said she wasn't sure 
whether he was punching 
somebody or performing 
first_aid, maybe: . 

“Anyway, we followed 
them all the way to Nelson 
Road before we turned off, 
and he kept doing 
whatever he was doing to 
whomever was in there 
with him all the way," 

The two women said 
they were concerned that 
something improper might 
be taking place and they 
considered following the 
van further, but decided 
against it. They also repor- 
ted that they remembered 
seeing a cruiser pass them 
with a young black man 
with an afro haircut in 
back. This might indicate 
that Joann was alone in 
the van with the police of- 
ficers at this point, 
because somewhere along 
the liné Sam and Jerome 
were removed from the van 
and put into cruisers for 
the ride to Grant Hospital. 

Joann claims” she was 
beaten and abused 
throughout the journey’ to 
the hospital. 

When they arrived at the 
hospital, instead of taking 
her directly inside, Joann 
alleges that the van was 
stopped in the alley and 
she was worked over some 
more. 

“This one cop, whose 
name | do-not know but 
who | am sure | would 
remember if | saw him 
again, he was the main one 
who did me in, from the 
Kahiki to the hospital to 
the county jail and on to 
the workhouse, He was the 
one who beat my head 
against-the-floor of the van 
after we stopped in the 
alley." 

Joann said she was 
nearly senseless from the 
continued pounding by 
this time, and yet she does 
remember being hauled 
out of the van “like a dead 


animal or something.” 

Tom Catron, . whose 
curiosity had been suf- 
ficiently aroused by all the 
police radio chatter to 
drive to Grant Hospital, 
was there when the 
caravan of cruisers and the 
van arrived, 

“Lt could hear all this 
thumping and bumping in 
the back of the paddy 
wagon, and when |-went 
over and looked in the win- 
dow, | could see this one 
officer was beating 
someone's head © against 
the floor. When they 
dragged her out, she was a 
bloody mess-even worse 
than Sam, 

“When | saw it was a 
woman, it just made me 
sick to my stomach," 
Catron said. He watched 
as Joann was carried by 
four officers, one on each 
arm and leg, her bloody 
head dangling close to the 
pavement, her dress above 
her waist 

A man who was in the 
emergency room with a 
patient also witnessed the 
arrival of Joann, Jerome 
and Sam. His account 
essentially parallels that of 
Catron and the three 
suspects. 

Sam-—and Jerome have 
described in detail their 
treatment in the hospital 
emergency room, in- 
cluding an alleged death 
threat issued to Jerome by 
an officer who, Jerome 
said, pulled his service 
revolver, cocked jt, pointed 
the gun at Jerome's head 
and said "Die Nigger.”" The 
allegedly trigger-happy 
cop was identified as 
Badge 1051 by Jerome. 

The various other details 
of .Sam’s and Jerome's 
treatment at the hands of 
their arresting officers and 
duty officers at Gity Prison 
can only be testified to b 
the principals and the of- 
ficers in question. 

imilarly, Joann’s tale of 
sexual abuse and further 
beatings within the police 
van on the way from Grant 
Hospital to the county jail 
(where, for some 
mysterious reason, she 
was not fingerprinted and 
photographed according 
to normal procedure) can- 


not be corroborated by 
“third. party’. witnesses. 

But, as we stated earlier, 
numerous inmates of the 
Women's Correctional In- 
‘stitution watched as the 
male officers who brought 
her in “searched” her, 
fedling her breasts and 
touching her private parts 
with their hands. 

“There was this one cop 
in particular who was 
doing all the feeling and 
frisking,” said one of the 
women Inmates. “He's the 
same one who knocked 
her down when she didn't 
do something he asked her 
to do, and he's the same 
one who went back into 
her cell before they left 
and punched her around a 
few more times," 

“They had a bag with 
medicine or something in 
it, and | heard them tell the 
matrons not to give her any 
of whatever it was," the in- 
mate said.

There is no question but that the con- 
cept of regional transit is an idea long de- 
layed. This holds particularly true in the 
Greater Cleveland area, where year after 
year it has been demonstrated that the 
Cleveland Transit System, operating in- 
dependently. has consistently failed to 
provide adequate service out of the fare 
box 

As a consequence, and only atter 
agonizing delays. Cleveland area voters 
in a special election, will be asked to ap- 
Prove a 1% piggy back sales tax for 
regional mass transit 

If enacted by majority vote, the regional 
setup will provide a number of new service 
benefits and lower fares for the people 
who have no other recourse than public 
transportation to move from place to place

Black Voters Wake Up 
In Columbus, Ohio 


Black citizens of Columbus wrote a new 
page in political history last Tuesday when 
they went to the polls and nominated a 
black candidate for mayor of this ex- 
tremely conservative oriented Capital City. 

The nominee, Dr. John H. Rosemond, a 
prominent family physician and a six year 
member of Columbus City Council, won 
second place in the non-partisan six can- 
didate race. A Democrat, Rosemond will 
meet Republican incumbent Tom Moody 
in the mayoralty contest Nov. 4. Moody 
was the only Republican in a field of six 
mayoralty candidates. 

Rosemond, who ran a campaign on the 
lowest budget of all the candidates, can 
attribute his success to the unexpectedly 
large turnout of voters in the black com- 
munity. Blacks,“pércentagewise, out-voted 
the white populace. The balance ofthe 
votes were divided between the other can- 
didates, 

Although Rosemond picked up a 
respectable number of votes in white com- 
munities, it was the blacks that put him 
over, giving him from 60 to 70 percent of

the votes in virtually everyone of their 
precincts. 

While the black voters are to be com- 
mended for the tremendous support they 
gave Rosemond and Charles (Jerry) Ham- 
mond, the successful black City Council 
candidate, a large share of the credit must 
be given to Les Brown, personable 
Program director of WVKO-Radio, who 
headed up the most successful voter 
registration drive in the history of the city. 

Through his “Project 75," Brown, one ot 
the most aggressive young men to 
become involved in civic and political ac- 
tivities here, is credited with registering a 
total of 11,000 blacks, including 3,000 on 
the deadline day. As a followup to this 
notable achievement, “Project 75" was 
responsible for transporting numerous 


senior citizens and_others.to-the palls-last.—

The CALL & POST is indeed elated by 
the unprecedented success of this unified 
effort, for it dramatically refuted the an- 
cient contention that Columbus couldn't 
nominate a black for mayor. 
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Rosemond Can Be Elected 


Dr. John H Rosemond should become 
the roxt reayor of Columbus. There is no 
doub vut that possibility. It will take a 
number of joint efforts, ‘coalitions and 
unified strategies to effect that possibility, 
but the prospect for electing the first black 
mayor of Columbus is imminent. 

There are, of course, some things which 
need to be set straight and corrected, 
Those handkerchief head Negroes who 
were unequivocally supporting several of 
the white candidates for mayor need to 
apologize and explain their actions. There 
is No way we can forgive their devisive and 
traitorous actions unless they publicly, 
and | mean publicly, ask the black com- 
munity to forgive them for their 
misguidance and poor judgment in sup- 
porting candidates other than Or. 
Rosemond. 


There is one brother in particular who 
must explain his actions and support of a 
mayoral candidate running against Dr. 
Rosemond. He was everywhere beating 
the drum for Herbert J. Pfeifer, He is very 
prominent. He needs to confess his sins; 
he almost was responsible for the defeat 
of Rosemond, if it had not been for, what 
Llewellyn. A. (Jack) Coles of The GALL & 
POST calls, the “sophistication” of the 
black voters who were not going to be 
vulnerable to black political hustlers. 

We hate to suggest or imply that some 
of our very prominent black citizens in 
Columbus became political hustlers. But 
the truth is the truth. The question now is 
how can they rebuild the faith that we 
once had in them; how can they reconcile 
themse'es to the black community? 

We, know they have a significant 
following that will readily forgive them or 
even rationalize their irrational act. We 
also known that there are a large number 
of blacks who are willing to forget the 
whole thing and to forgive them. Yet there 
is a principle we need to hold on to. 

That principle is that it is time for us 
blacks to eect blacks and to fight for the 
maximization of our fepresentation in 
political offices across the nation. This 
Principle no longer is influenced by. the

idea that liberal whites can serve our best 
interests in politics, but only, in this time 
and period, blacks can serve our interest. 

| would rather have a so-called black 
conservative in political office than a so- 
called white liberal if | had the choice bet- 
ween the two to make. This may seem or 
sound irrational. But what we need in the 
heart and center of the black ghettos of 
America is black political: power. We need 
to have black officials, conservative or 
radical, in power to overcome the sense of 
powerlessness and apathy which has, for 
too long, permeated the black com- 
munities across the country. 

No black candidate can win any kind of 
political office today, whether he or she 
has the reputation of being radical or con- 
servative, without the suoport of the black 
masses. No black candidate can win any 
kind of election without the majority of the 
black masses endorsing that candidate. 

This Is not true of white candidates. 
White candidates can win elections with a 
narrow margin of support from their white 
citizens. There is no way a black can- 
didate can win an elecion of major 
political import, without the vast majority 
of blacks endorsing him or her. 

Therefore, the black candidate is more 
beholden to the masses than a white can- 
didate, No. matter what you may call the 
black candidates: conservative, “low key”, 
etc, they are beholden to the black and 
even white masses than most white can- 
didates, 

Those blacks who came out against Dr. 
Rosemond must apologize to the black 
community. They must be set aisde and 
publicly castigated. There is no time to 
just ignore them. There is no time to forget 
them; there is no time to drop the whole 
thing. This is atime of war; this is a time 
for our final survival or genocide. This is a 
time to advance or retreat. 

We have paid too many dues already; 
we have died too many deaths; we have 
sacrificed too many lives, families and

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There is no question about the forensic 
ability of Rev, Jesse Jackson, who likes to 
Style himself as a “country preacher.”

As.| stated in 
this column last week, one of the things 
that greatly impressed me as | visited East 
Germany recently, was the discipline of 
the German school children. To a large ex- 
tent, this discipline that is so char- 
acteristic of the German people, accounts 
for the low crime rate and the high ed- 
ucational status of the Germans. : 

Among other things Rev, Jesse Jackson, 
in calling for restoration of discipline 
among blacks, said: 

“We're free to do a lot of things we 
couldn't do before, but we don't have the 
discipline to do them." 

“We're free to go to any school, but we 
must take the responsibility to learn.” 

“For discipline to be restored, there has 
to be abstinence from narcotics, alcohol, 
nicotine, and other vices that have sapped 
our individual strength to cash in’on our 
institutional victories.” 

“A black man selling dope hurts com- 
munities more than a white man dangling 
& rope.” 

“It's your attitude, not your aptitude that 
determines your altitude in this world.” 

“It's bad enough that many blacks live 
in slums, but it's even worse that the slums 
live in them, creating despair and a turn to 
vices." 

“Most Black-on-Black crime is caused 
by someone trying to get money to get 
high -- or who is already high on some- 
thing." 

e pay for dope, then beg for shoes.” 

All of these sayings are related to vices 
and/or problems that beset us every day. 
Last week-end in Cleveland, a half dozen 
public schools, mostly. in.black neighbor- 
hoods were vandalized and robbed. Tax- 
payers suffered thousands of dollars in 
losses. 

Now as important as an education is to 
us, we should be the last persons to de- 
stroy school buildings or any of their con- 
tents. Yet, this Jack of discipline causes 
many young people, without any com- 
Punction.,- to wantonlydestroy— public 
property that they themselves can benefit 
rom. 

One of the big complaints in many inner 
city neighborhoods, Is either the lack of 
adequate playgrounds, or the absence of 
Proper maintenance. Here: again the lack 
of discipline is the real cause, Because of 
vandalism, it is nearly impossible to keep

Therefore, racial unity 
can be achieved only by a people wtio are 
well disciplined. 

As long as Dr. Martin Luther King kept 
his followers orderly and well disciplined, 
he was effective. His strict discipline made 
his followers brave the-fangs of dogs, the 
Pressure hoses of firemen and the billy 
sticks of policemen without panicking. it 
was the undisciplined riots of that era that 
virtually destroyed the black neighbor- 
hoods in so many of our cities and created 
an adverse image on the whole civil rights 
movement.

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Rosemond Makes History 


In spite of scores of Doubting Thomases and those 
who argued that ‘Columbus ain't ready yet,” a black 
Democrat took the mayoral nomination in a six-man 
non-partisan race witn something like 5,000 votes to 
spare in last Tuesday's primary election 
Or, John H. Rosemond, a 57 year old two-term mem- 
ber of Columbus City Council, thus, became the first 
black inthe history of Columbus to represent either 

litical party in a mayoral contest. He will take on 
Republican fom Moooy, tne incumbent, in the cam- 
paign for mayor at the Nov. 4 election. 

Rosemond, one of five Oemocrats and one 
Republican in the primary campaign, took second 
place with an unofficial 19,275 votes. Moody, the in- 
cumbent and with no party opposition, lead the ticket 
with 31,495 ballots. Rosemond polled 31.6 percent of 
the votes cast for Democrats, while Moody collected 
34 percent of the total vote 

Although Rosemond picked up a few white votes 
here and there, it was the 50 to 70 percent majorities 
he rolled up in black precincts that led to his un- 
precedented victory. His success can also be at- 
tributed to the fact that a larger percentage of eligible 
black voters turned out than the percentage of whites. 

This, however, is not to suggest that Hosemond had 
the black vote sewed up. For Herbert J. Pfeifer, 
County Treasurer, with a larger financial war chest 
than any of the candidates, staged a dramatic blitz 
campaign for the black votes, On top of that, he was 
backed to the proverbial hilt by black labor leader 
John Scales and his powerful influential organization 

Rosemond, on the other hand, as one reporter put 
it, “ran a lackluster and low-budgeted campaign,” 
replying mostly on volunteer workers and small finan- 
cial contributions to cover the costs of his campaign 

But in addition to running his campaign on a virtual 
shoestring, Rosemond was in a race with at least two 
others who had proven to be the best vote-getters of 
the area in past elections 

City Auditor Hugh Dorrian, with the so-called 
Catholic Mafia backing, and City Council President 
M.D. Portman and his Jewish identification, had 
previously led the ticket in their respective races. 
Dorrian ran some 8,000 votes behind Rosemond. Port- 
man fell some 12,000 shy of the family physician's 
total. 

It is these glaring facts, plus the understanding that 
Rosemond was the underdog in the race because of 
his black skin, that makes his victory so stunning and 
downright impressive. 

The question of whether he can win in November is 
obviously debatable, but since the percentage of 
registered Democrats are considerably higher than 
Republicans, it would seem that his chances of upset- 
ting Moody are indeed favorable.

BanksAnd The Housing Crisis 


The housing crunch has been one of the most 
serious results of this Depression, Housing starts are 
at about half the level needed, and the price of homes 
has sky-rocketed beyond the ezach of. most families 

With interest rates holding steady now, and new 
savings flowing into banks and savings institutions, 
industry spokesmen are predicting the housing 
situation will improve. But ‘not for lower-income 
families and minorities. 

In large part, that’s because of the widespread 
Practice of “redlining," a process by which lenders 
refuse to make mortgages and loans in-a neigh- 
borhood. There was a time when “redlined” areas 
were all black and poor, but now the practice has ex- 
tended to many center-city neighborhoods, even mid- 
dle class ones. 

With mortgage money drying up in the cities, stable 5 
neighborhoods are condemned to fast decline as 
homeowners can't borrow to improve their buildings 
and can’t refinance existing mortgages. 

Back in 1973 the National Urban League documen- 
ted the practice of redlining and of savings in- 
stitutions exporting local savings to other areas they 
deemed offering higher and safer returns on their in- 
vestment. The League analyzed a dozen financial in- 


’ stitutions in Bronx County, New York, and found that 


most were deeply into a process of disinvestment, 
channeling funds out of the Bronx. 

Now, the issue has heated up again and some 
reforms may be in the offing. A few recent develop- 
ments include: 

‘A study by the Federal Reserve Board revealed that 
mortgage lenders turn down almost twice as many 
home loan applications from minorities. as they do 
from whites. . 

: A Washington report documents that major len- 
ding institutions put many millions of dollars into the 
suburbs and very little into center-city mortgages, 
although the bulk of their funds come fram city 
residents. 

: New York State, in response to similar practices 
and to the banks' reluctance to finance a state 
housing development agency, is considering 
establishment of a state bank. 

: New attention is being given to North Dakota's ex- 

rience with running a state-owned bank, now the 

iggest in the state, which has been a factor in the 
state's development. 

: Senate hearings have been held on a proposal 
that would force lending institutions to disclose 
where they getstheir deposits and where they are 
making their meftgage loans, The idea here would be 
to break the Mall of silence surrounding banking 
procedures and make public data that will either sup- 
port or disprove bankers’ claims that they use thelr 
deposits for the benefit of their communities, 

It would be simplistic to assume that a disclosure 
law or even a state-operated bank would 
automatically end rediining practices. 

Disclosure would go a long way however, to 
making public information now hidden by an iron cur- 
tain of silence, Not only are banks not saying where 
they get their money from and where they are tending 
it, but state and federal agencies to whom they must 
report such information consistently stonewall com. 
munity groups trying to get the facts. 

No state bank can even-begin-to replace the huge~ 
private lending Institutions which will always dwart it. 
In fact, there is a danger that a state bank might be 
mousetrapped into handling only the riskier* mor-) 
tgages, leaving the private sector free to elude its) 


responsibilities to center cities from which they obtain 
much of thelr Tune SAS 


A state bank might work though, If it used its 
fesources not to make direct loans, but to channel 
funds into investment pools or other devices that 
would help finance housing development in currently 
rediined areas, !

What to do about it?" 

The reign of terror 
teturns. Remember all 
those beatings blacks 
sustained from 1971 untila 
lull set-in in early spring? 
Well, the lull set in before 
that when three prominent 
white men learned about 
police brutality. The lull-is 
over. In a week’s time, two 
separate beating incidents 
have occurred. 

Black heads are 
smashed. with—billy-clubs, 
and faces are scarred by 
sticks, and my. people go 
on emotional excursions, 
demonstrating, holding 
mass meetings, marching 


+ and crying to the skies and 


— but when the tumult and 
haranguing dies, what will 
there be? The same old 
futility? 

Whites hear about all-the 
disturbances and black 
people getting beaten by 
police; they see the mar- 
ches; they know the anger 
being steamed off, but they 
merely shrug their 
shoulders and say, “So 
what."" They should care 
one little bit about how the 


black man feels about 
mistreatment. 
Look how he was 


mistreated as a citizen for 
100 years after the Civil 
War, and no one gave a 
hoot. Why now? There are 
no results to his demon- 
strations. They are merely 
reactived to let someone 
blow off steam, 

Never expect a white 
man, of the general run, to 
do “what be ought to do,” 
for he will @lways do what 
comes natufally -— what 
they have been doing all 
the time. The black man 
has wasted too much time 
trying to inculcate a moral 
feeling towards human 
obligations in the white 


man, but it just does not 
take.

VITAMINS: NATURAL OR SYNTHETIC? 

ts there a difference between so-called “naturai" or 
“organic” vitamins and synthetic vitamins? The question 
\s a legitimate one and it is important, particularly with 
regard to the current “back-to-nature” trends which a- 
bound in our society. 

As an item in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association said: "The labeling of vitamins as ‘natural’ 
implies that they have been extracted from a substance 
found In nature.” Examples given include vitamins A and 
D- extracted from codfish liver, vitamin € from wheat 

rm oll, vitamin B 12 from liver, vitamins B 1 and B 2 

m yeat, and vitamin c from rose hips. 

But because of the cost of such extracting, most vit- 
amins sold today (with the exception of vitamin E) prob- 
aH are oh th ph in vitamins. 

is the difference? According to Margarita 

, M\S., of the AMA's Dept. of Foods and Nutrition, 
author of the Journal article: 

thetic vitamins are those that have been manufac- 
tured. by a pharmaceutical company. Blochemically, a

“Mrs. Burkes described 
"Gospel In Song” as a 
fraternal church organiza- 
tion, a fellowship that has 
no organization about it at 
all in that there has never 
been a president, secreta 
or treasurer for the: af- 
filiated church choirs in 35 
years. 

The first “Gospel in 
Song” was held June 16, 
1940, according to Mrs, 
Burkes. The idea’ came 
about. when organizations 
and auxiliaries of Second 
Baptist Church were asked 
to assist the trustees in 
keeping up current ex- 
penses, In making 

' necessary repairs and, 
specifically, in acquiring 
two properties adjacent to 
the church, she recalled. 

The Senior Choir of the 
church was asked to par- 
ticipate in the effort, and a 
ways and means com- 
mittee, chaired by Mrs. 
Burkes, was organized. 

The committee consisted 
of Mrs. Burkes, George 
Allen, Jessie Miller, 
William Worthington, 
Charles Worley, Mrs. Ber- 
tha Gentry and Mrs. Rachel 
Anderson. 

At a meeting held March 
17, 1940, Mrs. Burkes and 
the—committee -came—up 
with an idea for a citywide 
choir program involving 
various area churches. She 
said that after monitoring 
response to the idea with 
some Columbus churches, 
the suggestion was ac- 
cepted. 

The date for the program 
was set for the third Sun- 
day in June at 3:30 p.m. 

Mrs. Burkes said the 
biggest problem with 
initiating the program was 
the committee's inability to 
think of a name for it. Then 
one morning in a dream 
she believes must have 
been God sent, Mrs. 
Burkes came up with the 
name which has stuck with 


the program for 35 years --'

Mrs. Burkes said that the 
first’ program ‘was “‘out- 
standingly ' successful,” 
and that ‘people were

given the following July at 
the church. 

Then, another. . tradition 
started that has continued 
for 35 years ~ the par- 
ticipating churches asked 
that the program be given 
at their respective chur- 
ches. 

So the program was 
repeated once a month, 
starting in. September, 
1940, until the end of the 
year, Mrs. Burkes remem- 
bered. 

In 1941, due to the suc- 
cess of the program, 
people from Toledo who 
had attended the first 
“Gospel In Song,” asked 
that the Columbus groups 
be brought to their city 
and, according to. Mrs. 
Burkes, an exchange 
program was worked out 
that was to continue for 
the next 26 years. 

Warren AME in Toledo 
developed a branch of 
“Gospel In Song” in which 
the Columbus groups 
would travel there for a 
Program usually in April, 
and then Warren AME 
would come to Columbus 
with its choirs. 

“Gospel In Song” con- 
tinued for five years unin- 
terrupted until an event in 
1946 caused a change in 
the location of the an- 
niversary program. 

On the third Sunday, 
June, 1946, a wedding put 
“Gospel In Song” in 
jeopardy, Mrs. Burkes’said. 
She said she had’ almost 
decided: not to have a 
yore that year when 
“L.- Nix of Shiloh 
suggested that the ce 
niversary program be .

Thus, Mrs. Burkes said, 
Rev. James W.. Parrish, 
pastor of Shiloh at that 
time -and sti astor, has 
been the “substaining 
pastor” of “Gospel in 
Song" ever since. 

Mrs. Burkes said area 
churches -have come and 
gone over the years; some 
of the groups that have 

been asked at times to 
sing with the “Gospel In 
Song’ programs. are

tist, Refuge Baptist, Mt. 
Vernon AME, First AME 
Zion, (formerly Caldwell 
Tempis), Grace Baptist, 
Antioch Baptist and 
Wheatland Ave. Baptist. 

A ‘monthly schedule of 
“Gospel In Song" 
programs is followed by 
the affiliated churches in- 
volved, No admission has 
ever been. charged, but a 
collection is always taken, 
to be given to the host 
church for use in a project, 
she said. The following 
schedule is presently in 
use: ; 

January, St. Paul AME; 
February, Mt. Olivet Bap- 
tist; March, Shiloh Baptist; 
April, Second Baptist; May, 
Hosack Baptist; June, an- 
niversary program, held at 
Shiloh; July and August: 
no programs. 

September, Wesley

October, Freeman Singers; 
November, program for the 
blind, held at Mt. Olivet 
(Progressive Association 
for the Sightless), and 
December, Centenary 
United Methodist. 

Mrs. Burkes credited all 
of the churches, both 
those in and out of the
